about Samuel Morse, and comment on some information we have heard 
from our ham friends down south. 


Samuel Finley Breese Morse is greatly revered by our ham community. 
While in PJ2-land | was reading a book by Kee Malesky called Al! Facts Con- 
sidered. In it there is a section about Morse. He originally studied in Eng- 
land to be an artist. When he returned to the United States he was a por- 
trait painter; but painting did not pay the bills. He turned to chemistry and 
electricity, and this led to his working with others to develop the Code. 


Facts which are not usually covered are Morse’s views on some social is- 
sues of the time. He ran unsuccessfully for Mayor of New York City on an 
anti-immigrant party ticket. He was primarily anti-Catholic. He referred to 
Catholics as “mentally neglected”. In addition, Morse was pro-slavery. He 
believed that divine direction resulted in happy homes if slaves were there. 
Guess if we scratch deeply enough, we can all become surprised.

Announcement is hereby made of three additions to the 
ARRL Countries (ist, The additions are as follows: Spratly 
Jatands, bon Atoll and Cormoran Nec f, 

mpratiy Islands is territory with historic claims by four 
different countries but territory in the possession of no one 
vountry. This territory is located approximately 775 miles 
northeast of Singapore in the South (hina bea. 

Mbon Atoll is located in the Marshall Islunds group wt 
167 degrees East and + degrees North. Confirmations for 
operation from Ebon Atoll made under permission from 
either Ecuador or the UN. Trust Territory will be aceeptedd 
for credit, 

(‘urmoran Reef is located in the Western Caroline group 
at 134 degrees Bast and 8 degrees North, Operations from 
Clormoran Keef made under permission from either Closta 
Rica or the U.N, ‘Trust Territory will be accepted for credit, 

Cuntirmations for evntacts with all three of these adadi- 
tions may be submitted for OY XCC credit starting March 1, 
uss, Confirmations cererved for these listings before 
March 1, 1966 will be returned without credit. 


How cool was that? Three all-time new ones for the Deserving! 
I'll bet everyone reading this story has credit for the Spratley 
Islands, but would everyone having a valid counter for Ebon 
Atoll or Carmoran Reef please raise their hands? 


Well, the DXCC rules were different in 1966 and hence lies this 
month’s cover story. 


1966 saw the notorious (infamous?) Don Miller, WOWNYV, plot- 
ting another DXpedition to yet another new one with Chuck 
Swain, K7LMU. At about the same time, Lloyd Colvin, W6KG, 
and his wife Iris, W6QL, had decided to activate Ebon Atoll as 
an all-time new one - and we have the makings of a feud. 


The details are shown in “DXCC Notes” extracted from the De- 
cember 1966 edition of QST Magazine.

What were those guys thinking back then? Check out Google 
Earth and see in an instant that Ebon Atoll is at least half a 
world away from Ecuador. 


So no one won the New Country prize for Ebon Atoll. It be- 
came, along with Carmoran Reef, a country that never was.

DXCC NOTES 


Relerence is tnade to ibe DXCC Note, page 00, January 
1966 QS7, Announcement was made therein of the addition 
to the countries list of Ebon Atoll (HG) and Cormoran 
Reef (TI). The action was based primarily on authorizations 
issued by recogaized representatives of the Keuadorian and 
Costa Rican governments. Lnformation develoned aubse- 
quently indicates that the named couniries claim no juris- 
diction and that the authorizations were invalid, Aceord- 
ingiv, there was no choice but to revoke the earlier action 
and delete the two !neutions from the evuntries list. 

Because of the unusual circumstances surrounding this 
activity, a more detailed explanation is in order, 

In the summer of 1965, Charles W. Swain, K7LMU, and 
Donald A, Miller, WOWNY, among others, were planning 
s DXpedition to the South Pacific. They noted that some 
maps te.e., Rand McNally 1963) showed Cormoran Reef 
as under the jurisdiction of Costa Rica and Ebon Atoll as 
under the jurisdiction of Ecuador, On July 25, 1965, in a 
letter to Swain, the Consul of Costa Rica in Los Angeles 
authorized operation un Cormoran using the call K7LAIU/ 
‘IOC, provided the amateur radio rules of Costa Kica 
Were observed. On July 26, 1908, by a similar letter, the 
Consul of Eeuador in Los Angeles authorized operation on 
Ebon using the call K7LMU/HCHF, adding, ‘Since this is 
sovereign territory of Ecuador, you will abide by the regu- 
lations of amateur radio in Ecuador during vour operation.” 

Copies of the Jetters were mailed by the amateurs in- 
volved to the Federal Communications Commission with 
the request that, if acceptable, they be forwarded to the 
ARRL Awards Committee. Upon receipt of the letters 
from FCC, the Committee considered all information then 
available, ineluding the maps and the copies of authoriza~ 
tious from the named consuls. ‘he Committee particularly 
noted the statement that tha consulates had contacted 
Quito and San Jose, respectively, to obtain operating per- 
mission, The Committee thereupon acted to add the twa 
islands to the countries list, and announced the action in 
January 1966 YS", Based on this action, the LD Xpediiion 
plung were completed and several thousands of amateurs 
were provided with new-country contacts. 

Subsequently, it way determined that the maps relied 
upon were inaccurate, that the consuls had mistakenly 
issued the authorizations, that they had not checked with 
their home administrations as cigimed, that the two areas 
are actually within the United Nations ‘I'rust territory and 
under United States Administration. After learning of these 
most unfortunate errurs, the Awards Committee reluctantly 
eoncluded that Cormorun Re fand Ebon A¢oll do not meet 
the criteria for separate status recognition and that they 
must he withdrawn from the list. To mile otherwise would 
have resulted in lowering the stature of the countries jist. 
HIq. deeply regrets no eredit can be given to those who spent 
many hours attempting contacts on the basis of the origi- 
nal announcement, 

The ARRL Executive Committee, at its late-September 
meeting, waa in receipe of a request from WOWN'V to review 
the action of the Awards Committee. After extensive dis- 
cussion, the Executive Committee found no basis on which 
to remand the question to the Awards Committee. 

In view of numerous requests for clarification on what 
country confirmations from K.X68Z/Ebon might be claimed 
for, and inasmuch ay Ebon has been shown to be part 
of the Marshall Islands (KX6), DXCC credits for KX65Z/ 
Ebon confirmations may be claimed for Marshall Islands 
only.

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Why the June 2011 SDDXC Bulletin is Late

Well, | missed the June 2011 SDDXC Bulletin publication deadline. | normally put the Bulletin together the 
weekend before the meeting, but this month something unexpected and bad intervened, making the Bulletin 
late. Here’s the story: 


On Friday the 20th, | went to my doctor in Rancho Bernardo with my left foot swollen and red. The doctor sent 
me to the emergency room at the Kaiser Permanente facility on Mission Gorge Road where | had surgery 
within hours. | had a bone infection (Osteomyelitis) that | later learned had been brewing for 22 years. It 
reached a critical mass on the 20th. 


The opening for the bacteria to attack my bone started with bunion surgery that was performed in 1989. The 
surgeon came back the day following the surgery with several of his colleagues in tow so they could see the 
“micro channel” that had been allowing the nasty outside bacteria to reach a bone in my big toe for all these 
years. There the bacteria grew, dissolving the bone and causing all other kinds of mischief. 


The surgeon originally expected to have to amputate my big toe because of the extensive involvement of the 
infection. | signed the authorization before going into surgery. Luckily, amputation was not required so | can 
still count up to 20. 


The surgery — and especially the anesthesia — blew me away. The anestheologist used Propofol, the same drug 
that did Michael Jackson in. Michael’s problem appeared to have been incompetent monitoring by his doctor 
(apparently, he had been going to sleep using Propofol for 10 years without incident before changing doctors.) 


| was wide awake during the entire procedure. No “count down from 10”, no recovery time, no loss of con- 
sciousness and no pain. Cool stuff. 


After the emergency surgery, | spent time in bed getting a continuous intravenous dose of a powerful wide- 
spectrum antibiotic (Vancomycin) and other drugs. On Wednesday night, | had a second surgery to reconstruct 
my foot. More antibiotic drips followed as did the insertion of a catheter (Peripherally Inserted Central Cathe- 
ter) into my right shoulder through which the antibiotic drip could continue at home. | got home late Sunday. 


The doctors (surgeon and infectious disease specialist) expect me to be back to 100% after a few months of 
healing. 


My sister-in-law was visiting us from Florida on Monday morning. Her husband holds several patents on medi- 
cal pumping devices, so she knew he would be interested in the interveneous anti-infectious drug delivery sys- 
tem with which | came home from the hospital yesterday. She took pictures with her digital camera and they 
may show up on the internet when she gets back to Florida. No surgical pictures, however, poor taste (but who 
knows what may show up on Facebook?) 


Basically, |am attached to a pump that releases liquid penicillin into a catheter for 30 minutes every 4 hours. In 
earlier days, before portable, programmable medicine delivery systems, | would have been looking forward to 
up to six weeks longer in the hospital to get rid of this infection. Good deal all around because the hospital 
saves money by kicking me out early and good for me because | can relax and recuperate in the comfort of my 
own home. | will be tethered to the machine for two to six weeks. 
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Basically, the machine is a programmable fluid pump that releases a controlled amount of medicine into my 
catheter every four hours. It's made by a company in the Minneapolis area. It's battery powered with a styl- 
ish (not really) carrying case. The medicine is updated every 24 hours by a visiting nurse. | have a Peripherally 
Inserted Central Catheter (PICC) which is a very fine tube that was inserted through my upper right arm, 
through a vein and pushed close to my heart. 


| was able to watch the catheter being inserted and manipulated on the ultrasound the nurse was using. It 
was like a GPS for the body. Cool. The medicine of choice is the old-fashioned but still potent penicillin. | had 
thought | had an allergy to penicillin because | had an allergic reaction to it as part of a dentist's visit 50 years 
ago, but whatever sensitivity | may have had is now gone. Prior to settling on penicillin, the infectious disease 
specialists used Zosyr, Vancomycin, Ansaf (I think this may be an acronym, not the name of the drug itself) 
and Oxicillan. Once they had cultured the bacteria, they knew what to shoot for. 


Still amazing to me is that this whole incident started 22 years ago in Libertyville where | had bunion surgery. 
That's what left me open to the infection. It took all that time to reach critical mass. So for me, life is still far 
from normal, but with the XYL’s care, | will be able to function. Right now, I'm optimistic about regaining 
100% functionality. Prayers and kind thoughts gratefully accepted ;-).
